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Citizens’ Forum 


Strikes Goals 


Sponsors of the November 
Citizens’ forum on Education have 
given the school committee a de- 
tailed follow-up report of that 
forum’s small-group discussions, 
and plan a second forum for 
Monday, April 5. 

Mrs. Garry Stephens, co- 
chairman of the November forum, 
reported that group’s concensus 
for a return to a strong homeroom 
Situation in the high school, to 
give each student a more indivi- 
dual experience in the increasing- 
ly large high school group, and 
to keep parents in closer touch 
with the student’s progress. 

The Forum’s 180 participants 
also agreed on the need for a 
high school Parent-Teacher-Stu- 
dent organization, to improve 
communications and __ involve 
parents in their children’s educa- 
tion. 

The homeroom goal is for 
smaller groups, with the home- 
room teacher serving as an active 
link between the student, his 
various teachers and the guidance 
department, and the home. With 
a reduced number of students, it 
was felt that the homeroom teacher 
could have the opportunity and 
aon sibility to schedule regular 

iférences with each student’s 

siérents" throughout the year. The 
groups’ favored heterogeneous 
homerooms, instead of groups 
within the same _ ‘‘academic 
track.’”’ ‘‘Self-disicipline’ was 
mentioned again and againinforum 
reports, and students’ growth in 
this area was seen as the key to 
the whole issue of student behavior 
and motivation. Many felt it should 
be the goal of the educational 
curriculum. 

For example, to the question 
‘‘Do we need more or less dis- 
Cipline in our Andover schools?’’, 
the concensus of the forum groups 
was: ‘‘The goal of any discipline 
is self-discipline. It was felt that 
the students need more responsi- 
bility at an earlier age.

The teacher, John McCusker, 


then carried on his friday morning 


20th Century American History 
Class by the high school’s new 
special telephone hookup, which 
allows a roomful of students to 
hear and question ateacher speak- 
ing from a Washington D, C. motel, 
or a national figure visiting An- 
dover High via electronics. 

While this was going on the 
student, Bruce Need, 13 Glen- 
meadow Rd., was back in Room 
207 of the Capital Building, listen- 
ing to Andover’s representative, 
Bradford Morse, who was a moving 
spirit behind the conference, and 
arranged the invitations for the 
Andover twosome, plus presiden- 
tial hopeful Senator George Mc- 
Govern andSenator Harold Hughes, 
and other luminaries on foreign 
policy - Massachusetts Senator 
Edward Kennedy, Senator Javits 
from New York and former Am- 
bassador to Japan Edwin Reis- 
chauer, 

According to Need and Mc- 
Cusker, all the Congressional con- 
ferees were in favor of US recogni- 
tion and UN seating of the People 
Republic of China, but the lines 
were drawn between university 
professors at the conference and 
the government’s ‘‘old China 
hands”’ on what to do about Taiwan. 
The professors, Need and Mc- 
Cusker agreed, were much less 
concerned than the politicians on 
the practical means of going about 
the changes in US China policy, 
and how far to go. A Johns Hopkins 
professor suggested just giving 
Taiwan to Red China, in ‘‘a wild 
talk,’’ while the former ambassa- 
dor to Japan emphasized the in- 
tegrity of both states, by 1971. 

How did the Washington trip 
ever come off? The high school 
reports that Student Activities 
advisor Jim Carroll read about 
the: conference’ in the newspaper, 
with Morse as one of the sponsors, 


someone from the high school 
could be at sthe conference, 
called former State Rep. Paul 
Cronin, who got in touch with 
Congressman Morse, who put in 
a word with an aide of Sen. Hughes, 
who was controlling invitations. 

McCusker made plans to go, 
and arranged for the ‘‘worldclass- 
room” hookup to bring the ex- 
perience to his class, Need heard 
about it Wednesday afternoon, 
when he was called in from track 
practice. Thursday morning, the 
pair were on their way with the 
tickets paid for by Supt. Dr. Ken- 
neth R. Seifert’s special budget 
for educationally profitable stu- 
dent projects. 

Flexibility and quick response 
made for an educational experience 
that was not only exciting for 
McCusker and Need, but brought 
a sense of immediacy to current 
events for Andover High social 
studies students. 

Supt. Seifert said the World 
Classroom hookup, a social studies 
baby, was an integral part of the 
high school’s educational program, 
and he looked for other imagina- 
tive educational uses.

ing materials last year, pending 
decisions on education programs 
by a new administration and a 
staff newly involved in a whole- 
sale curriculum review. Accord- 
ing to schoo! administrators, a 
good chunk of the record sum of 
unexpended money turned back to 
the town last year came from this 
category. 

However, in this year of the 
austere, the school committee told 
the superintendent, teaching 
materials could not more than 
double. Seifert said the school 
department could live with the 
cut. 

The 1971 teaching materials 
budget covers new instructional 
systems in math and reading for 
all elementary schools, a big jump 
in teaching aids, such as teaching 
‘machines for math and reading, to 
supplement teachers’ work with 
individual children, the teacher’s 
inservice program, a computer 
center the superintendent is 
dickering for, to serve administra- 
tive as well as teaching functions, 
and the $10,000 contribution to the 
Greater Lawrence Mental Health 
Center, an increase to help support 
expected increase in service to 
Andover students. 

Distribution of the cuts among 
items in the teaching materials 
budget was left to school adminis- 
trators’ judgment. The same was 
true of a $19,000 cut in the com- 
bined library and audio-visual bud- 
gets for books and AV media. 

$60,000 for portable classroom 
requested by West Junior High 
was cut out, as not yet a pressing 
need, and the largest remaining 
cut cancelled out $28,000 which 
would have carpeted South, re- 
moved a partition there, further 
repaired and renovated Stowe, and 
spread paint in various places. 

The salary budget presents 
fewer chances for the committee 
to use the scissors. The school 
committee is now negotiating with 
the professional staff; once they

have agreed on a salary scale with 
the teachers, they cannot cut it. 
The school committee ‘was able 
to make some cuts in the 1971 
salary budget, mainly by cutting 
out $25,000 proposed for a math 
resource teacher in math, and 
staff for a summer project, and 
$14,500 to staff an expansion of the 
summer school program. Dis- 
cussion of additional personnel, 
teachers, teacher aides, noon hour 


supervisors and tutors for the — 


perceptually handicapped, were 
left for this week’s session. 

The committee also cut out 
$23,000 for the salary of an addi- 
tional assistant superintendent for 
research and development. 

Budget review sessions are 
worth public attendance. They 
reveal facts as well as figures 
abcut the Andover public schools, 
and the review is not always nega- 
tive. The committee noted with 
approval increases in teaching 
material needs for art and in- 
dustrial arts, saying it showed that 
more pupils were signing up for 
classes and making use of these 
facilities.

Shephard Made It 


With a perfect splashdown in the Pacific Tuesday after- 
noon, the moon trip of Apollo 14 came to a great end. 

NASA officials say it was the greatest - scientifically - of 
any moon shot. Of course it will take months - maybe years 
- to evaluate the full meaning of the trip. 

It marked a great victory for Commander Alan B. Shepard 
of nearby Derry, N. H., who overcame illness and age to ac- 
complish what he dreamed of ten years ago. 

It was Shepard who first showed that man could be shot 
successfully into spacé and come back alive. 

But before Shepard ever had a chance to ride into outer 
space, he was grounded by illness. 

He never gave up, and remained in the space program. 
Since time doesn’t remain still, Alan Shepard aged during 
the past decade and became the nation’s oldest astronaut at 
A7. 

Some of his colleagues were critical when he was picked 
to command the Apollo 14 shot. The charge was made that 
he was too old. 

Yet, none could deny that even if he didn’t have youth, 
he had plenty of guts and know-how. 

During the Apollo 14 effort, Alan Shepard proved that he 
was a pro all the way. When things went wrong on several 
o¢easions, he kept his cool and overcame the problems that 
threatened to prevent a successful landing on the moon. 

As the Apollo space craft came out of the sky in brilliant 
sunshine Tuesday hundreds of millions watched the pro- 
ceedings on television. It was a great sight, a great triumph 
for the United States. 

And a great personal victory for Alan Shepard. 


Indoctrination 


The school department has been conducting a very worth- 
while program these past few weeks. 

A pre-school kindergarten program has been conducted at 
the education wing of the Christ Church parish house. 

All of the youngsters registered for kindergarten for the 
coming year are attending one week out of the ten week 
course. 

During the program, the youngsters are introduced to the 
programs they will be suddenly subjected to on a regular 
basis come September. 

They are indoctrinated into the regular program, as well 
as the special programs, such as physical education, music, 
etc. 

In addition, they are tested. 

~ In this respect, defects are detected early and preparation 
can be made to correct them. 

Through the efforts of the program, three specific areas 
are covered; An enjoyable introduction to their school life, 
anticipation toward the initiation of the educational career, 
and early diagnosis of deficiencies and elimination of possi- 
ble frustrations. 

Through it all, it is hoped that the first day of school in 
September will be filled with anticipation for these be- 
ginning scholars, rather than a tearful first day away from 
home. 

It appears to be a very beneficial program. 


Heartening 


In these days of continually rising costs, it was refreshing 
last week to read the announcement by Phillips Academy 
that tuition rates would remain the same for the coming 
school year. 

The Trustees of the Academy, after reviewing operating 
costs made the decision despite an operating deficit of 
$300,000 for the current school year. 

A raise in tuition of $300 was initiated this past year, 

The Trustees found the financial picture at the historic 
academy to be sound. 

Almost daily colleges and private schools throughout the 
land are announcing increases in tuition, as well as dormitory 
fees. 

That Phillips is able to hold the line is, indeed, heartening. 


75 Years Ago - February, 1896 


A recent news story concerning 
the subject of short weight food 
packages has caused some Andover 
residents to question the accuracy 
of locally purchased food items. 
The news release issued figures 
pertaining only to underweight 
packages. No figures were re- 
leased covering the number of 
overweight packages. 

During the past thirty days I 
have been conducting an extensive 
reweighing program of all types 
of consumables. All reweigh- 
ings were conducted employing 
the ‘‘hundredth system’’, i.e., 
the pound is divided into one hun- 
dred equal units similar to one 
hundred pennies in a dollar. The 
use of ounces and fractions of an 
ounce have been discontinued in the 
sale of prepackaged meats. A 
figure of .50 represents 1/2 of a 
pound while a figure of 1.75 de- 
notes a weight of one and three 
quarters of a pound. 

The results of 714 reweighings 
of packaged meat, poultry and 
fish showed that 60 percent of the 
packages were correct and weighed 
as marked. 28 percent of the 
packages were found to be over- 
weight and underpriced while 12 
oercent of the packages were de- 
ficient in weight. The underweight 
packages were caused by product 
fluid loss thru package leakage in 
the case of items such as; fish, 
poultry and corned beef. Maxi- 
mum monetary overcharges 
amounted to .03 in two instances 
while remaining overcharges 
amounted to no more than.01 cents 
per package. All underweight 
amounted to no more than .01 
cents per package. All underweight 
packages were removed for re- 
weighing and repricing. A quantity 
of cut up chicken packages (505) 
were found to be overweight and 
underpriced in the amount of .05 
cents per package. (This item 
was not included in above 714 
reweighings). This item had been 
delivered to the market from out 
of state with the weight and price 
label attached» - 

The Andover shopper’ can 
purchase food items with the as- 
surance of realizing receipt of 
honest measure. 

Numerous reweighings were 
made on; bread, milk, cream, 
butter, oleo, cheese, vegetables, 
candy, etc.

A one gallon carton must weigh

cartons found to be wet at the 
base should be left in the case and 
“not purchased. from timetotime, 
‘“‘leakers’” are evident in the 
cooler cases. It should also be 
mentioned that cream cartons are 
also filled by weight. The fact 
that heavy cream weighs less than 
light cream startles many. The 
greater the butterfat content the 
less amount of fluid milk. Light 
cream contains 18 percent fat 
while heavy cream contains 35 
percent fat.

The state’s 131 fairs attracted 
2,247,387 spectators in 1970, a 
new attendance record, according 
to an annual report by the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Agricul- 
ture.

TAC, (Teenage Adult Collabora- 
tive) is bringing a name group --

Merrimack Valley I.aw Enforce- 
ment Personne! will have the 
opportunity to attend tuition-free 
courses in Criminal Law, french, 
and Spanish beginning “eb.

The finance committee sat 
perched together in a row like so 
many herring gulls on a housetop, 
benevolently regarding the school 
committee’s budget proceedings 
last week. 

But Chairman Albert Greenberg 
livened things up during discus- 
sion of library materials, by 
commenting that West School 
Building Committee Chairman 
James St. Germain was making a 
**grandstand play -- he wants to 
turn money back to the town from 
the West School Building Addition 
budget which is earmarked for 
library materials.”’ 


Greenberg said that $25,000 of 
the money St. Germain’s commit- 
tee wants to turn back to the town 
is earmarked in the building com- 
mittee budget for library materials 
which the school does not have for 
its pupils. What’s more, accord- 
ing to Greenberg, if the building 
committee gives the library money 
to the West School as its own 
budget directs, the town will get 
40 percent reimbursement; if 
the building committee turns it 
back to the town, and the library 
materials have to be bought out 
of the school budget, there is no 
reimbursement at all. 

Greenberg told reporters after 
the meeting that the same charge 
must be levelled at the high school 
building committee which withheld 
$19,000 from the high school 
library budget, in the same way. 
The issue rose over Library Di-

rector Anetta “reedman’s budget 
item for $19,000 for the high school 
library, for the missing books. 

Some action may be in the offing. 
Greenberg put himself on record 
at the school committee meeting as 
promising to get the high school’s 
$19,000 and the West School’s 
$25,000 from the building com-. 
mittees -- or, failing that, to put 
the money into the school budget. 
If the library and AV materials 
are bought from the building com- 
mittee’s budget the town will get 
40 percent reimbursement from 
the state, according to the head 
of the town’s watchdog committee. 


This part of the meeting would 
have been even more colorful had 
not James St. Germain, wearing 
his hat as the Doherty Addition 
Building Committee chairman, 
exited a half hour earlier with
